Corby is gearing up for 
Cyclefest, taking place on 
Friday, June 19 and Saturday, 
June 20, at the Corby Cube. 

Two cycle related films, bicy¬ 
cle and ET will be shown in the 
Core Theatre Pedal Powered 
Cinema. 

Combined with this the third 
stage of the Aviva Women’s 
Tour passes through the bor¬ 
ough on Friday, June 19. 

Heritage help 

A grant of £89,600 from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund will 
transform the site of the for¬ 
mer ironstone quarry at 
Irchester Country Park.

Re-Cycle turns things round 


A new project is saddling up 
to save the day, make rusty old 
bikes roadworthy, and to turn 
people on to the joys of cycling 


Riding to the rescue of all the town’s 
dilapidated and rusty bikes is the 
Cycle Re-Cycle project - it’s aim to 
refurbish old bicycles and get 
Northampton back on two wheels. 

After weeks of preparation work 
the proj ect will launch in grand style 



tomorrow evening with a grand bike 
ride, starting at 5.30pm at the 
Racecourse Pavilion. 

Connecting up all the cogs with 
Critical Mass Northampton, the 
event will eventually wind up back 
at the starting point for a special 
party. 

Cycle Re-Cycle is a side project of 
Northampton’s Umbrella Fair, the 
annual festival devoted to promot¬ 
ing green living, equality and a 
sense of community. 

The aim of the project, based at 
the Pavilion’s garage, is to take in 
donated and found old bikes, refur¬ 
bish them and then sell them on to 
the public. 

Organised in partnership with the 
Big Bike Revival, a series of events 
will celebrate the opening of the 
Umbrella Cycle Re-cycle project and 
encourage people to cycle to work. 
The project will also host sessions in 
basic bike maintenance. 

Instead of rusting in peace, every¬ 
thing from his and hers mountain 
bikes through to classic Raleigh 
town bikes will be for sale at very 
reasonable prices - with more being 





made ready every day! 

Keeping up the momentum, there 
will be a cycle festival on the 
Racecourse on Sunday, June 31, with 
a day of cycling fun with cycled 
powered Scalextrix and cinema, 
information on cycle routes and 
clubs, plus fun bikes and activities. 

A family bicycle picnic follows on 
Sunday, June 7, with organisers 
encouraging people to bring their 
bikes bikes and picnic baskets to the 
Racecourse, to enjoy live music and 
children’s entertainment. 

This all links in with the run-up to 
this year’s Umbrella Fair on August 
15 and 16, which will turn the whole 
of the Racecourse into a vibrant, 
family-friendly venue for one week¬ 
end, with entertainers, stalls and a 
cosmopolitan selection of food out¬ 
lets. 


Project coordinator at the Umbrella 
fair, Ian Bates said: “The fair is all 
about community and the environ¬ 
ment. 

“We have a number of stalls which 
have information about human 
rights, lesbians, bi-sexuals, the ecol¬ 
ogy and the environment. We try 
and offer something for everyone 

“Many of our featured local music 
acts would not usually get an oppor¬ 
tunity to play on a stage. We turn 
down a number of B rated bands 
who want to come but are not from 
the area. 

“We use electricity which is solar 
powered and we also use recycled 
chip fat which means we have an 
incredibly low carbon footprint.” 

It goes without saying that bikes of 
all shapes and sizes will also form a 
prominent part in the proceedings.

Dog attacks leave 
boy and OAP hurt

Two separate dog attacks in 
Northamptonshire have left 
a young boy and an old age 
pensioner hurt. 

The first attack happened to 
a 69-year-old woman and her 
dog in Towcester. 

The woman had been walk¬ 
ing down Baden Powell 
Crescent on May 23 when 
three dogs, believed to be 
Staffordshire bull terrier style 
breeds, attacked the woman’s 
bichon frise dog. 

As she tried to intervene 
and separate the dogs, she 


sustained minor injuries to 
her chin and hand. 

She received medical treat¬ 
ment at the scene, but was 
not taken to hospital 

Since the incident, the three 
dogs have been seized by 
police from their owners and 
the two men, aged 34 and 35, 
have been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of ABH and owning a 
dangerously out of control 
dog. 

The second attack hap¬ 
pened to an 11-year-old boy 
who was cycling in Bradlaugh 
Fields in Northampton on 
May 11. 

When he fell off his bike, 


two dogs approached him 
while he was on the ground 
and one bit him on the neck. 

One of his friends then tried 
to pull the dog off him before 
the owner came and removed 
the animal. 

The dog owner then apolo¬ 
gised and left the park. 

The boy required medical 
treatment. 

Police are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses to both incidents, and 
are asking anyone with infor¬ 
mation to call Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police on 101. 
Alternatively, they can call 
Crimestoppers anonymously 
on 0800 555 111.

Smoke alarm saves sleeping residents 


A smoke alarm saved sleep¬ 
ing residents from a house 
fire in Northampton at the 
weekend.

Hospital to run 
up £21m deficit

Northampton General 
Hospital says it will go 
£21m into the red this 
year to meet its quality 
and efficiency aims. 

The hospital, which 
was last year judged by a 
health watchdog as ‘in 
need of improvement’, 
has agreed an improve¬ 
ment plan which would 
see a deficit of £21.2m. 

The plan has been sent 
to the NHS Trust 
Development Authority 
(TDA), and hopes to help 
the hospital fund its 
improvements. 

In her report to a board 
meeting on Thursday, Dr 
Swart, the chief execu¬ 
tive of NGH, said the rea¬ 


son the trust would go 
into the red to deliver 
its plans was partly 
down to ‘the fact that 
we have been unsuc¬ 
cessful in making sus¬ 
tainable improvements 
in efficiency in previous 
years’. 

She said: “Part 
of the reason for 
this relates to 
payment 
mechanisms 
and part also 
relates to the 
fact that we 
have been 
unsuccessful in 
making sustaina¬ 
ble improvements in 
efficiency in previous 
years. 

“This is why it is so 
important that, in 


future, quality improve¬ 
ment and efficiency tar¬ 
gets are part of our core 
business, and the 
Changing Care@NGH 
programme will be cen¬ 
tral to this. 

“The TDA will monitor 
us very carefully 
on the way we 
manage our 
finances dur¬ 
ing the year, 
and we will 
need their 
support to 
access finan¬ 
cial support for 
our deficit.” 

The Care Quality 
Commission in 2014 
found NGH needed to 
improve in a number of 
areas, including its staff 
numbers in A&E.

Society has taught us 
and it has become the 
social norm to want to 
not only live in your 
own house, but to own 
that house too. 

However, the question 
I am pondering is 
whether that is possible 
with the housing crisis 
that Britain is experi¬ 
encing. 

In Northampton in 
March there were 265 
council homes standing 
empty with no tenants. 
The council has sold off 
the housing stock with¬ 
out building replace¬ 
ment social housing. In 
that same month, 
Northampton Borough 
Council paid £21,525 to 
guest house / hotels for 
homeless accommoda¬ 
tion charges. 

Originally I bought 
into the social norm, I 
owed my own home for 
over ten years, however 
there came about a set 
of circumstances which 
changed that and result¬ 
ed in me returning to 
live with my parents 
together with my cat 
and dog and their dog 
too. 

I didn’t plan to be liv¬ 
ing with my family for 
more than a couple of 
months, however five 
years along the line, I 
realise I am still here 
not because of circum¬ 
stance, but because of a 
conscious choice. 

Running Community 
Court Yard has three 


distinct elements to it, 
one is about ex-offend¬ 
ers/ex-prisoners and 
supporting them to 
engage in restorative 
justice to prevent re¬ 
offending. The second is 
around children, young 
people and their fami¬ 
lies, and the third is 
about the trade union 
family. 

It is the latter which 
provided me with an 
opportunity to reflect 
on what I identify as 
being family and what 
support the organisa¬ 
tion is able to deliver. I 
see myself as being a 
part of Northampton 
town, not separate to it, 
and I am mindful for 
those who use the ser¬ 
vices of Community 
Court Yard, theybecome 
a part of our family and 
can access support as 
associated with that 
given by families, such 
as having access to a 
family building. 

A better world is pos¬ 
sible, but only with a 
commitment to build¬ 
ing social housing, only 
with a commitment to 
affordable housing. 

I didn’t plan to be

An artist from 
Northamptonshire is taking 
on the world. 

Emma Slora Breene from 
Northampton has come up 
with a unique pattern and 
painted a miniature ele¬ 
phant as part of a competi¬ 
tion to try and see her design 
used on a full size statue in 
the Elephants Parade in 
Thailand. 

The competition, which 
was run on Facebook, 
attracted 500 people from 24 
countries around the world. 

Emma’s elephant design 
has reached the final 10 and 
now people across the globe 
can vote on which one they 
think is the best. 

The competition is run by 
the charitable foundation 
Elephant Parade, in support 
of conservation of Asian 
Elephants. 

Emma said: “I have made it 
from 500 entrants from 24 
countries down to the final 
10 which are now being 
voted on. 

“I have always been inter¬ 
ested in art since I was four- 
years-old. 

“I studied art at various art 
colleges and did my BA 
Hons at Kingston Upon 
Thames University. 


“I was an art teacher but I 
decided to stop this and 
concentrate on my art 
works. 

“I am currently working on 
illustrating a children’s 
book which I wrote while I 
was at university. 

“It is called Harley Hare 
and his Trusty Umbrella. It 
is aimed at children aged 
four-six years old and is 
something which a parent 
would read to their child. 

“The idea for my design 
did not take too long to 
come up with but it took 
some time to paint onto ele¬ 
phant. 

“My elephant’s design was 
inspired by meeting a baby 
elephant named Am, whose 
name can mean ‘immortal’. 
He had a voracious appetite 
for bananas, and the design 
incorporates this together 
with many other fruits, 
flowers, barks and grasses 
which constitute an Asian 
elephant’s diet. 

“A peacock adorning the 
elephant is also native to 
Asia. 


“In many cultures around 
the globe peacocks repre¬ 
sent immortality and 
guardianship, an aspiration 
of the charity for the 
conservation of the Asian 
elephant. 

“I have been shortlisted 
alongside artists from as far 
afield as South Africa, 
Luxembourg, and the 
United States, and currently 
the public vote has me in 
second place, closely behind 
the leader from Hong Kong. 

“It has meant a great deal 
to get the local support that 
people offered to help raise 
awareness of the plight of 
the Asian elephant, while 
helping to give a local British 
artist some success on the 
global stage. 

“Elephant numbers have 
dwindled by 70% in the last 
100 years, while seeing a 
decline in natural habitat of 
95%.”

Mazda 2 range 

Take a look inside ... 


The Mazda2 returns smarter 
and sharper than ever. It packs 
in some big car features into 
a pertly-styled body, features 
some classy 1.5-litre petrol and 
diesel engines that make great 
real-world economy and the 
interior’s built better than you’d 
believe. It’s a real contender to 
the likes of the Fiesta, Corsa, 

208 and Clio. 

Buyers get to choose between 
either a 1.5-litre petrol engine 
or a 1.5-litre diesel in a variety 
of different guises. The petrol 
motor is offered in 75, 90 or 
I 15PS outputs, while the diesel 
cranks out a healthy 105PS and, 
more pertinently, 220Nm of 
torque at just 1,400rpm. It’s 
easily the pick of the bunch. 
Power is transferred to the front 
wheels via five- and six-speed 
manual transmissions as well as a 
six-speed automatic. 

The suspension has been set 
up to be Volkswagen-firm which 
you’ll feel on poor surfaces but 
the flipside of this is that the 
Mazda2 offers reassuring body 
control in corners. The steering 
is an electrically-assisted system, 
so don’t expect bucketloads of 
feedback, but you can count on 
clean response and perfect accu¬ 
racy. With a sporty feel and easy 


manoeuvrability, the Mazda2 is 
more than just a city scoot. 

All around the world there are 
languages dying out but Mazda’s 
designers seem to have one all 
of their own when they start 
describing the Mazda2. To most 
people the ‘KODO - Soul of Mo¬ 
tion’ design doesn’t really mean a 
lot. Suffice to say it looks quite a 
bit like the existing CX5, Mazda 
3 and Mazda 6, which means a 
flowing blend of curves, lots of 
shape in the flanks and a gaping 
front grille. It looks better than 
it sounds. 

The interior’s probably the 
biggest surprise. We expected 
the cabin to be boldly-styled but 
built out of some shiny plastics 
and with ergonomics that were a 
bit hit and miss. It’s anything but. 
In fact, the design is relatively 
clean and conservative, but the 
colour combinations that Mazda 
offers are a knockout and the 
materials quality is genuinely 
surprising. It’s spacious too. 

Clearly much is going to hinge 
on how the Mazda2 is priced 
in relation to key rivals like the 
Ford Fiesta, the Vauxhall Corsa, 
the Peugeot 208 and the Renault 
Clio but from what we’ve seen 
thus far, this car looks as if it’s 
coming out all guns blazing.

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FORMULA ONE: Lewis Hamilton said he had 
been denied the chance to win a race which 
is ‘close to his heart’ after an extraordinary 
blunder by Mercedes cost him victory at the 
showpiece Monaco Grand Prix. 

The Brackley based team inexplicably pit¬ 
ted the British world champion for new tyres 
under a late safety car spell, dropping him 
from first down to a third placed finish. 

Mercedes’ other driver Nico Rosberg took 
advantage to win the race and has cut 
Hamilton’s gap at the top of the drivers’ 
standings to just ten points. 

“I can’t express the way I feel at the 
moment,” said Hamilton. “I came in with full 
confidence that others had done the same 
[pitted]. 

“This is a race that’s been close to my 
heart for years and is special to me, so I 
really wanted to win.” 

The Monaco Grand Prix is one of motor- 
sport’s fabled ‘triple crown’ and Hamilton 
has won it before, in 2008. 

Rosberg, however, has now won the past 
three editions and admitted: “That was my 
luckiest experience in racing so far.” 

Mercedes have apologised to Hamilton, 
who has refused to blame the team, with the 
Northants outfit now 82 points clear of 
Ferrari in the constructors’ championship. 

Silverstone based Force India, meanwhile, 
gained points in Monaco with Sergio Perez 
finishing in seventh. Nico Hulkenberg fin¬ 
ished one place out of the points in 11th. 

“I was happy with six FI championship 
points in Monaco,” said team principal Vijay 
Mallya. “Well done Checo [Perez] for a 
splendid drive.” 

LOCAL CRICKET: Rushden Town (213 all out) 
sit on top of the Northamptonshire Cricket 
League Premier Division after a 53-run vic¬ 
tory over defending champions Peterborough 
Town (160 all out). 

Simon Branston made 105 for Rushton and 
also took 3-28 with the ball in their victory, 
while James Gaul took 4-36. 

Peterborough are now down in third with 
Old Northamptonians (248-6) second after 
their 85-run win over Stony Stratford (163 
all out). Tom Webb top-scored with 85 for 
ON and then Richard Kaufman starred with 
the ball, finishing with figures of 4-26. 

Northampton Saints (172-9) defeated bot¬ 
tom club Horton House (135 all out) by 37 
runs with Dan Harris making 79 for Saints. 

Geddington (211-7) got the better of a 
draw against Oundle Town (178-9) while 
Daniel McGovern made 131 as Rushton 
(258-8) dominated a draw against Wollaston 
(157-8). 

RUGBY LEAGUE: Northampton Demons 
returned to winning ways by thrashing new 
boys Sherwood Wolfhunt 58-10 in the 
Midlands Premier League. 

After a rare defeat against Coventry 
Dragons, Northampton ran in 12 tries 
against Wolfhunt with Seb Ward claiming a 
hat-trick and Ethan Roberts and Chris 
Couper both crossing twice. 

Chris Gibbs, Tom Kenny, Dan Ward, 
Christian Jacobs and Henry Spears were the 
other men across the whitewash in the com¬ 
fortable victory. In the second half, both 
teams were reduced to 12 men, with 
Demons debutant Paul Mason being shown 
a red card due to retaliation. 

Next up is a tricky looking away clash 
against last season’s beaten finalists Telford 
Raiders.

Northamptonshire skipper Alex 
Wakely is happy with how his side 
have begun the four day season 
with the county currently 
unbeaten and in third place in 
Division Two of the County 
Championship. 

Their most recent outing last 
week was a rain-affected draw 
against Surrey and after five 
games, they are 48 points behind 
leaders Lancashire in the last pro¬ 
motion spot with a game in hand. 

It is all very positive after a disas¬ 
trous campaign in Division One in 
2014, which saw Northants rele¬ 
gated without a victory to their 
name following promotion in the 


season prior. Five of the first six 
sessions of the match against 
Surrey were washed out, so a draw 
was the only outcome possible at 
Wantage Road with the game 
becoming an exercise in gaining 
bonus points. 

Losing their last five wickets for 
just 21 runs in their sole innings 
hindered Northants in that regard 
and their bowlers were then made 
to toil as centuries by Kumar 
Sangakkara and Jason Roy helped 
pile on the runs for Surrey. 

Wakely said: “We had to play well 
although we felt we threw it away 
slightly with the bat - we could 
have had a really good score on 
the board and it would have made 
things a little bit easier. 

“But I think that we’re in a very 
good position and we would have 
taken this at the start of the sea¬ 


son for sure. I’m pleased with the 
way that everyone is hitting the 
ball and the mental state that eve¬ 
ryone is in is as good as I’ve seen 
for a long time. 

“It’s similar to 2013 and I think if 
we keep doing the same things 
we’ll be in a very good position.” 

Northants have enjoyed a break 
from the County Championship 
this week and have had the chance 
to concentrate on their NatWest 
T20 Blast clash tomorrow night 
against the holders Birmingham 
Bears. 

Their T20 campaign got off to a 
disappointing start at Durham 
Jets earlier this month when a bat¬ 
ting collapse in fading light led to 
a 41-run defeat via the Duckworth- 
Lewis method. 

Wakely wants to make sure the

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Vunipola brothers were a 
thorn in Mallinder’s side

Jim Mallinder singled out the 
Vunipola brothers as the orches- 
trators of Northampton’s down¬ 
fall as his side’s bid to retain their 
Premiership crown was ended by 
Saracens. 

The North Londoners exacted a 
measure of revenge for the last- 
gasp Saints victory at Twickenham 
last year, as well as two league 
defeats to Saints this season, with 
David Strettle touching down 
early on in an ominous sign for 
Mallinder’s men. 

Northampton responded 
through a penalty try and Jamie 
George and Tom Wood swapped 
scores in the second half before 
Saracens fly-half Owen Farrell 


took over from the tee. His 19 
points put Stephen Myler’s kicking 
efforts in the shade as Sarries 
surged on for a 29-24 victory, but 
Mallinder insists England inter¬ 
nationals Mako and Billy Vunipola 
were the biggest thorns in his side. 

“We knew what their plan would 
be and they did what we expected, 
but they do it very, very well,” he 
said. “At the breakdown they were 
physical. 

“Those Vunipola brothers, once 
they get over the ball their stom¬ 
achs are touching the ground 
already. It’s near impossible to 
move them. 

“Everyone decides how they 
want to play and Saracens have 
gone down their route. 

“That’s the game. They do it very, 
very well. To become champions 
you have to beat all styles and we 
didn’t get over this hurdle.” 


Despite giving up the Aviva 
Premiership crown, Northampton 
arguably took a step forward as a 
powerhouse in domestic rugby 
after cantering to a top-place reg¬ 
ular season finish. 

“It’s tremendous to finish top of 
the pile for the first time in the 
club’s history,” added Mallinder. 

“We’re very happy to do that but 
ultimately we’ve failed at this 
semi-final stage so we’re disap¬ 
pointed to be going out a week 
early. 

“I was pleased with the effort we 
put in and we showed some good 
periods of play. 

“You make your plans, but then 
you’re on holiday a bit too soon. 

“But that’s life in knockout 
rugby. The last two years we’ve 
been on the right side of it, getting 
to Twickenham, but this year we 
haven’t. We know that even 


though we came top of the 
Premiership it’s very close. 

“Saracens have a massive squad 
and they’re very competitive. 
We’ve done well in the past, but 
this time it wasn’t to be.” 

Strettle’s opening try arrived 
with Saints full-back Ahsee Tuala 
down injured and Mallinder 
added: “The try was caused by us 
not having a full-back back, 
Strettle saw the space and there 
was a very good chase. 

“That was very disappointing, 
but we came back into the game 
well. I thought our forwards 
worked really hard, and we took 
some chances and scored some 
good tries. 

“But ultimately we just didn’t 
have enough at the end.”

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World Cup doubt 
for cited Hartley

SKIPPER Dylan Hartley’s World 
Cup participation was at risk last 
night after the Saints hooker was 
accused of headbutting Saracens’ 
lamie George. 

Northampton’s captain, who is no 
stranger to disciplinary proce¬ 
dures, was set to face an RFU hear¬ 
ing in Coventry yesterday evening 
as the Herald & Post went to print. 

The 29-year-old was cited follow¬ 
ing Saints’ defeat to Sarries in 
Saturday’s Premiership play-off 
semi-final and any ban, which 
would start when rugby resumes 
again in the Autumn, could see him 
ruled out of England’s plans for 
their home World Cup which gets 
underway in September. 

Hartley, who made England coach 
Stuart Lancaster’s initial 50-man 
squad for the tournament, has 
been warned about his conduct 
before by his national boss. 

The alleged incident against 
Sarries is said to have happened 
after Tom Wood touched down for a 
Northampton try in the second half. 

In 2013, Hartley was sent off in 
the Premiership final against 
Leicester for comments made to 
referee Wayne Barnes, which 
caused him to miss the Lions’ tour 
to Australia due to an 11 week ban. 

He has served a string of other 
suspensions in his career, includ¬ 
ing a massive 26 weeks for eye 
gouging Wasps duo lonny O ’Connor 
and lames Haskell in 2007. 

In 2012 he received an eight-week 
ban for biting Ireland’s Steven 
Ferris and a two week ban for 
punching Ulster’s Rory Best. 

Earlier this season, the 29-year- 
old was banned for three weeks for 
elbowing Leicester’s Matt Smith. 

The recommended mid-range 
ban for a head strike is ten weeks 
which would almost certainly end 
his World Cup hopes.

DETHRONED

SAINTS’ dream of defending their 
Premiership title was crushed as a 
superb Saracens performance saw 
the visitors triumph in Saturday’s 
semi-final at Franklin’s Gardens. 

Northampton were almost ever- 
presents on top of the table this 
season, and they finished on the 
summit for the first time in their 
history, but that is a feat which will 
now count for little as their efforts 
have ended without a trophy. 

“You have to use the hurt and 
frustration we’re feeling now to fuel 
next year,” said flanker Tom Wood 
after the 29-24 reverse which 
unseated Saints as champions of 
England. “But that means you only 
win one year and then lose the next 
to regain incentive. 

“We didn’t want to do that this year, 
we wanted to feel the excitement and 
elation of last year and were using 
that to drive us. I don’t think we 
lacked heart or commitment. 

“Everyone could see the desire 
was there. It was a matter of execu¬ 
tion. It’s really disappointing and 
hard to take, because we knew what 
they were going to do, they did it, 
and we didn’t cope with it.” 

Saracens will now face Bath in 
Saturday’s final with Northampton 
denied a third consecutive appear¬ 
ance in the showpiece occasion at 
Twickenham. 

Owen Farrell’s kicking proved to 
be Saints’ downfall as Sarries 
exacted payback for last year’s 
final, which saw Northampton tri¬ 
umph after extra time. 



It was a cracking contest and Jim 
Mallinder’s side can have few com¬ 
plaints as the visitors’ fine defence, 
excellent breakdown work and 
superb execution of the basics also 
proved key in their victory. 

Defeat against a side who finished 
fourth will be a bitter pill to swal¬ 
low for Saints but one-off play-off 
rugby takes no prisoners. 

Furthermore, fourth placed 
Saints did not complain in 2013 
when they went to table toppers 
Sarries and beat them in the last 


four at Allianz Park. 

Northampton will point to inju¬ 
ries - in particular a double full¬ 
back blow which robbed them of 
both Ahsee Tuala and James Wilson 
- and another setback which saw 
Alex Corbisiero withdrawn - but it 
is also true that they failed to take 
their chances. 

Most notably, a period when 
Saracens were down to 14 men in 
the first half was not capitalised 
upon and the game eventually 
drifted away. 


After last year’s double success, 
which included the Amlin 
Challenge Cup title, Clermont 
Auvergne ruthlessly ended their 
European ambitions this term 
while hopes in the LV= Cup were 
also brought to an end by Saracens. 

The defeat means it is goodbye to 
some familiar faces who don the 
green, black and gold - importantly 
powerhouse Samu Manoa who 
departs for french giants and reign¬ 
ing European champions Toulon 
along with Salesi Ma’afu.
